One vaunted 
wash“ after another was tried, only 
to prove a failure, the only result be- 
ing a considerable outlay andthe de- 
struction of many trees, (Finally, 
something less than two years ago, 
at the suggestion of Alexander Craw 
of this city, superintendent of J. W. 
Wolfskill’s grounds, Mr. Riley, the 
Government entomologist, then ona 
visit to the State, consented to send an 
agent to Australia to secure a colony 
of the vedolia cardinalis, a species of 
lady-bug, which makes the icerya its 
daily diet. After several unsuc- 
cessful attempts, a few living speci- 


months ago. The rapid manner 
in which these insects propagate may 
be judged of from the fact that since 
April last no less than 14,000 of these 


Mr. Wolfskill from a beginning of 129. 
The insect comes to maturity in three 
weeks from the egg, when it is ready 
to begin the work of procreation again, 
while the icerya requires six months, 
so that it will be seen that, in the race 
for existence, the white scale has very 
‘little chance of surviving alongside of 
its more nimble and much more previ- 
ous antagonist. 

There has been some question as to 
the effectiveness of the work done by 
these parasites, but a visit to Mr. 
Wolfskill’s beautiful place on Ala- 
meda street must remove all doubt on 
this subject from the minds of un- 
prejudiced observers. Here are sev- 
eral acres of the oldest orange trees in 
the State—some of them planted in 
1841—which, six months ago, were 
so absolutely given up to the white 
scale that it was almost decided 
to cut them down. Washes of 
every description, also fumigation, 
had been tried in vain. Now, whata 
transformation! The trees, formerly 
so repulsive in appearance, are now 
bright, clean, putting forth vigorous 
young wood, and, in several cases, in 
blossom. There are remains of the 
scale on the branches, where they 
have been left purposely, but they 
crumble to powder at the touch—not 
asingle living icerya is to be seen. 
And all this has been accomplished 
within a few short months by this 
little lady-bug. 
From the colonies distributed by Mr. 
Wolfskill equally encouraging reports 
are heard, especially from the large 
orange orchard of Maj. Dobbins at 
San Gabriel, where the multiplication 
of the parasite has been most marked.
